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Remarks 

The Office Action mailed April 1 3, 2007, has been received and reviewed. The 
cancellation (without prejudice) of claims 1-6 and 32-34 is proposed in this response. Claims 7- 
3 1 were previously canceled. As a result, claims 35-52 will remain pending upon entry of the 
amendments proposed herein. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections in view of the amendments and the 
following comments are respectfully requested. 

Claims 35-52 

Applicants note that claims 35-52 are indicated as allowable in view of the prior art. 

The 35 U.S.C. 8102 Rejection 

The Examiner rejected claims 1, 3-6, and 32 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Edwards (U.S. Patent No. 5,472,441). 

Applicants do not necessarily agree with the Examiner's rejection. However, in the 
interest of advancing the present application to allowance, claims 1, 3-6, and 32 have been 
canceled, thereby rendering above rejection moot. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the above 
rejections of claims 1, 3-6, and 32 are respectfully requested. Applicants further expressly reserve 
the right to traverse any rejection of any of claims 1, 3-6, and 32, and any assertions made in 
support of those rejections, in any continuation patent application. 

The 35 U.S.C. S103 Rejection 

The Examiner rejected claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Daniel (U.S. 2002/0133148 Al) in view of Edwards (U.S. Patent No. 5,472,441). 

The Examiner rejected claim 33 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Edwards (U.S. Patent No. 5,472,441) in view of Kxieg (U.S. 2003/0050268 Al). 

The Examiner rejected claim 34 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
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Edwards (U.S. Patent No. 5,472,441). 

Applicants do not necessarily agree with the Examiner's rejections. However, in the 
interest of advancing the present application to allowance, claims 1, 2, 33, and 34 have been 
canceled, thereby rendering above rejections moot. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the above 
rejections of claims 1, 2, 33, and 34 are respectfully requested. Applicants further expressly 
reserve the right to traverse any rejection of any of claims 1, 2, 33, and 34, and any assertions 
made in support of those rejections, in any continuation patent application.
